Help for Callsign Proof 


Amateurs who want proof under the 
still-pending vanity call sign program that 
they once held a particulaf call sign may be 
able to get help—for a price—from Interna- 
tional Transcription Service, the FCC’s con- 
tractor for research. ITS reports it has 
“spotty records on tape” from the years 1946 
until 1964, “history cards” for 1964 until 1979 
and microfiche copies for everything after 
that. Charges are 30 cents per page and $15 
per hour, in 15-minute increments. However, 
to avail yourself of ITS services, you must 
pay up front. A spokeswoman at ITS said 


the average time to research a call sign is — 


one hour, and that $15 should be sufficient 
to cover the cost. ITS can provide the ac- 
tual date when a license was first issued. 
The company is at 1270 Fairfield Rd, 
Gettysburg, PA 17325 (right next door to the 
FCC Licensing Division in Gettysburg); tel 
717-337-1433. 


Two - four - 610 
The FCC will not renew your license 
electronically, the ARRL’s Regulatory Infor- 
mation Branch advises in response to sev- 
eral recent queries. You may download the 
FCC Form 610 from the FCC fax-on-demand 
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World Wide Web. The FCC only renews a 
license if an application is received within 
90 days before or two years after the license 
expiration date. It will not be renewed if sub- 
mitted earlier. (NOTE: If you apply for re- 
newal after your license expires, you may 
not operate until the application has been 
processed.) You should receive an FCC Form 
610-R from the FCC 90 days before your 
ticket expires. If all of the information is cor- 
rect, you just need to sign the form and re- 
turn it. If you do not get a Form 610-R, a 
regular Form 610 is okay.

Reefers Legal 


The ARRL DXCC Desk says the start 
date for Scarborough Reef—recently ap- 
proved as a DXCC country—is January 1, 
1995. The first accredited operation was in 
April 1995. A 1994 DXpedition to 
Scarborough Reef did not qualify as a “land- 
based operation.” Scarborough Reef, BS7, 
is a possession of the People’s Republic of 
China. The DXCC Desk will begin accept- 
ing QSL cards starting April 1, 1996, and 
will return cards received before that. 


“Raincoat Charlie” to 
pay $500 Fine 


The Federal Communications Com- 
mission has denied a Petition for Reconsid- 
eration filed by William P. Irwin, K3CQR, of 
De Bary, Florida, who was fined $500 for 
willful and repeated interference in the Ama- 
teur Radio service and with failure to prop- 
erly identify himself on the air. The case 
stems from interference on 14,315 kHz that 
occurred “on a regular basis” from late 1992 
until mid-1993, when FCC agents determined 
the interfering transmissions came from 
Irwin’s home. During the interfering trans- 
missions, Irwin identified himself as “Rain- 
coat Charlie” (see QST, October 1993, p 83), 
and he admitted to FCC agents to using his 


’ ham gear to broadcast them. 


The Vero Beach (Florida) Field Office 
originally fined Irwin $2000, but later re- 
duced the penalty to $500 after Irwin, 53, 
claimed inability to pay. He then requested 
a review of the $500 fine, which the FCC 
denied January 19, 1996. The FCC said Irwin - 
could pay off the fine in installments. 

Irwin also asked to inspect FCC 
records pertaining to his case. The commis- 
sion says such materials “are not routinely 
available for public inspection” and that 
Irwin would have to file a Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act request to obtain the materials.

Fill in the 
information, such as Trustee (one of your 
members, General class or above).

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AOP OPPOSES FLORIDA TAXATION OF ONLINE SERVICES 


The Association of Online Professionals has joined with 
the Florida Chamber of Commerce to fend off an attack by the state 
Department of Revenue that could cripple Florida’s online ser- 
vices industry and damage the state financially. 

“The state already collects tax on these services, but is looking 
for additional revenues by double-taxing them,” notes AOP Ex- 
ecutive Director Dave McClure. “Taxes are collected for every 
telephone call made to an online service, and corporate income 
taxes are paid on subscription fees.” 


| 
“The direct effect will be to drive thousands of online ser- 


vices in Florida out of business,” says McClure. “These are small, 
entrepreneurial Internet Service Providers and BBS systems that 
will not be able to pass this tax on to their subscribers and still 
stay competitive, not to mention the additional administrative bur- 
den on these companies.” 

“The state is sending a message to technology companies 
to stay out of Florida, and is punishing its own residents for mak- 
ing use of online technologies.” 

The tax sends an anti-business message, agrees Blake A. 
Wilson, executive vice president of the Florida Chamber of Com- 
merce. “High-tech companies that want to grow and expand in 
Florida will turn their backs on the Sunshine State ... as a place that 
is living in the Dark Ages when it comes to business climate if this 
tax prevails.” 

Earlier this year, the Department of Revenue used a 12-year-

old statute taxing teletype services as justification for a 9.5 per- 
cent tax on all online services. Following complaints by the Florida 
Chamber of Commerce and the business community, the Revenue 
Department withdrew collection of the tax, but has announced 
that it will begin collection again on July 1 of this year unless the 
Florida legislature votes otherwise. 

The 9.5 percent sales and gross receipts tax ould apply to 
all subscriptions, fees and electronic transactions in or from the 
state of Florida. Provisions that allow local governments to add - 
their own taxes could push the rate as high as 17.5 percent. 

The Florida Chamber of Commerce has organized a drive to 
keep the tax from becoming law. Already in discussion with the 
Department of Revenue, the Chamber will begin lobbying the state 
legislature when it convenes in three weeks. 

The AOP has joined with the Chamber, working with AOP 
members and other online professionals to alert Florida residents 
and motivate them to write their legislators. 

The Florida tax situation is being watched closely by other 
states hoping to implement online taxes. California, Georgia and 
Illinois are among the state considering similar measures.

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Real Life Stories 
and other worthless tidbits of info. 
I received a lot of comments about 
last month’s Windows 95 article. A few have 
bought new computers with 95 loaded on 
but most were just curious. ; 
In response, I have decided to re- 
search the operating system from the view- 
point of a Ham with a limited budget. You 
can come along over the next few months 
as I install a system for myself. 
First, let’s cover a little history. 
The first home computers communi- 
cated with operators through a terminal much 
like RTTY operators communicate with each 


_other. Programs were controlled by text and 


software needed the terminal baud rate to 
communicate and nothing else. 

The TRS80, the Commodore and the 
Apple integrated a display controller with 
the computer. Monitors were converted 
television sets. Keyboards were built into 
the computer case. Programs for these sys- 
tems were very specific. Software was mated 
to the computer. The only configuration 
choices were printers. These machines were 
truly the first home computers. 

The first IBM PC followed in this 
path. The display card was built in. The 
keyboard was separate but still integrated 
with the system. IBM’s PC really didn’t 
break any new ground but they provided a 
nice package and plenty of expansion slots. 

The first IBM PCs were very expen- 
sive and targeted for business users. Most 
home users just couldn’t justify the cost. 
However, the IBM PC exploded into the 
market principally because of the release of 
programs like Lotus 123. Business users 
could easily justify the cost. They trusted 
the Big Blue name and the spreadsheet was 
a real time saver. 

IBM opened the architecture of the 
computer by releasing schematics and BIOS 
code. Adventurous engineers went to work 
making all kinds of improvements. One of 
the first upgrades to hit the market was an 
adjustable oscillator. This circuit was de- 
signed to speed up the clock of the com- 
puter beyond its rating. After the upgrade 
was installed, the user cranked up the speed 
until the system crashed, then backed it 
down a bit. It was kludgy but it worked. 

Compaq built some of the first clones. 
There’s were portable or at least they ad a 
handle on the case. They were huge and 
heavy. The monitors were small, the key- 
board snapped over the glass and they 
barely fit in the compartment over the seat 
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in an airplane. However, business people 
could crank out spreadsheets and bring 
them along on business trips. If customers 
needed pricing changes, they could make 
the adjustments and see the results right 
there. 

Early clones were a finicky proposi- 
tion. Some software didn’t run and video 
was never exactly the same. However, the 
True Blue PC was still expensive and many 
were willing to live with the quirks to save 
some money. The issue of compatibility was 
with IBM hardware. IBM set the standard 
and the rest of the industry followed 

IBM compatible software was de- 
signed to run under PC DOS, a version of 
the PC operating system which Microsoft 
wrote for IBM. Microsoft came out with 
their own version which they called MS- 
DOS. This version eventually displaced PC- 
DOS when IBM switched support to OS2. 
MS-DOS or DOS as we call it provided very 
little system support to application program- 
mers and what was provided tended to be 
slow. Early programmers talked directly to 
the hardware to improve speed. Every ap- 
plication had to b e configured to your 
system’s characteristics. For example, each 
program needed to know what printer you 
had and what kind of graphics you were 
using. If you had a modem, the software 
needed to know what kind. If your com- 
puter had unusual disk drives or control- 
lers, it may not even run because program- 
mers communicated directly with the regis- 


ters on the controller card. 


In 1984, Apple released the 
Macintosh. This computer was not com-_ 
patible in any way, shape or form (with IBM). 
It was small and slow but 
it was truly an innovation. 
The MAC as it came to be 
known, introduced the 
concept of a Programmers 
Toolbox to application de- 
velopment. This toolbox 
provided a software refer- 
ence to control the com- 
puter. More important, 
Apple developers had to 
use this kit because 
Apple would not guaran- 
tee hardware compatibil- 
ity from one generation to 
the next. However, the 
toolbox interface would 
remain the same. The 
toolbox concept limited 
testing combinations and

as aresult, the MAC was much more stable 
and much easier to use. 

The MAC also introduced the Graphi- 
cal User Interface (or GUI) to personal com- 
puting. The face of the MAC was actually 
invented by Xerox. The MAC GUI is truly 
impressive but, in my opinion, not the most 
significant innovation of the MAC. The shift 
to a GUI is an obvious migration and Apple 
ultimately lost their lawsuit to Microsoft 
over this concept. They could not patent a 
look and feel. 

Microsoft and Bill Gates understood 
the importance of the Software Toolbox very 
early and began the development of the 
Windows operating system. The earliest 
version of Windows duplicated much of the 
MAC software toolbox by providing video, 
printing and communication in the operat- 
ing system. The first versions of Windows 
were generally flops. Microsoft lost a for- 
tune developing these programs and they 
had a lot of competition from companies like 
Digital Research and GEM. But, Bill Gates 
stuck it out. With the introduction of Win- 
dows 3.0, the platform was at least worth 
using but generally only for documentation 
tasks. Windows 3.1 fixed some bugs, 3.11 
added networking and Win32S added 32 bit 
processing. 

Windows 95 is the culmination of the 
Toolbox concept. 95 integrates video, au- 
dio, printing, networking and communica- 
tion all under the operating system umbrella. 
The file system is object oriented which 
means an application does not need to worry

QFNS specializes in meeting the needs and 
building the skills of those new to both cw 
and traffic handling. It meets daily at 8 p.m. 
on 3715 kHz and is, thus, the only one of the 
nets available for those with novice and 
tech-plus licenses. However, all operators 
are invited and encouraged to check in. 

QFNS normally runs at a speed of 5- 
10 wpm depending on what’s comfortable 
for the individuals involved. We expect 
newcomers to be slow, hesitant, and even a 
bit nervous perhaps as they take their first 
plunge into cw traffic handling. Don’t worry 
- that’s normal. We’ re glad to slow down to 
a speed that you’re comfortable with and to 
explain the procedures to be followed. You 
can’t possibly make any mistakes that 
haven’t already been made before by those 
trying to help you. Our 40-odd message 
training course (see last month’s column) 
will help you develop you knowledge of traf- 
fic handling and give you actual experience 
in a stress-free environment as you move 
through the course at your own pace. QFNS 
is there to help you and welcomes your par- 
ticipation and questions. 

Remember QFNS is only a stepping 
stone to higher level nets. You'll find that, 
after you have a basic understanding of traf- 


fic handling, we’ll try to help you increase 
your code speed by sending to you at a 
speed that’s just a tad faster than is com- 
fortable for you. We do that to help you 
improve your speed and prepare yourself 
for faster nets. 

Once you feel you’ve learned all QFNS 
has to offer and have increased your cw 
speed, you’re ready to graduate to FMSN, 
the (All) Florida Medium Speed (CW Traf- 
fic) Net. Of course, you’ll need a general 
license or above to actively participate since 
FMSN meets daily at 5:30 p.m. EST on 3651 
kHz. FMSN normally runs at a speed of 13- 
17 wpm. Again, you'll find the people there 
most helpful and eager to be of assistance. 
In fact, some of the people you first met on 
QFNS will also be there with you on FMSN. 

Once you’ve mastered the skills 
FMSN teaches, you’re ready for QFN, the 
All Florida CW Traffic Net. It meets daily in 
two sessions both held on 3651 kHz. The 
early session (QFN/E) meets at 7 p.m. and 
the late session (QFN/L) at 10 p.m. QFN 
normally runs at a speed of 18 or 20 wpm on 
up. Once again you'll find on QFN some of 
the same friends that were so helpful to you 
on QFNS and on FMSN. 

Getting back to QFNS, remember it is 
only the first step in a progression that we 
hope will lead you through FMSN to QFN 
and beyond. Keeping that in mind, we rec- 
ommend that, even while you’re develop- 
ing your talents with QFNS, you listen to 
FMSN or even QEN so you can stretch your- 
self by listening to cw sent at speeds be-

yond your “comfort” level. You'll increase 
your cw speed if you continually push your- 
self to copy just beyond the limit of your 
ability. Monitoring FMSN and QFN will not 
only be an interesting and enjoyable experi- 
ence but also will help you learn some of 
the traffic handling “tricks” of the pros 
(some of those pros will be among those 
helping you on QFNS). 

For those of you who already feel 
comfortable operating on the FMSN and 
QFN levels, please don’t forget QFNS and 
what it’s trying to do in developing a base 
of “new generation” traffic handlers to 
supplement your efforts. You’re always 
welcome on QFNS and we could benefit from 


your experience and participation in our ef- 


forts to train newcomers. 

Please also keep in mind that QFNS is 
always able to forward your out-of-state or 
other traffic to the 10 p.m. QFN should it not 
be convenient for you to go there yourself. 
We welcome the opportunity to be of assis- 
tance and to develop the skills of our par- 
ticipants by handling your traffic. 

Finally we solicit your support in en- 
couraging those new to cw traffic handling 
(especially those with a novice or tech-plus 
license) to participate in QFNS and its 40- 
odd message traffic training course. Remem- 
ber we meet daily at 8 p.m. on3715 kHz. We 
look forward to your support and participa- 
tion.

Telecom Bill Signed; Lawsuit Challenges “Indecency” Provision 


President Clinton signed the telecommu- 
nications reform legislation, which includes 
Internet “indecency” restrictions, in a ceremony 
today at the Library of Congress. While touting 
the virtues of the “V-chip” provisions intended 
to block children’s access to violent television 
programming, the President was silent on the 
controversial Internet censorship measure. 

Shortly after the bill was signed, EPIC, in 
conjunction with the American Civil Liberties 
Union and a broad. coalition of other organiza- 
tions, filed suit in federal district court in Phila- 
delphia seeking a temporary restraining order 
against enforcement of the “indecency” provi- 
sion. EPIC is participating as both co-counsel 
and plaintiff in the litigation. 

The legislation’s vague “indecency” stan- 
dard will have an obvious impact upon the free 
speech rights of millions of Americans who use 
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computer networks to receive and distribute in- 
formation. Less apparent is the assault on pri- 
vacy rights that the legislation will engender. EPIC 
believes that in order to avoid potential criminal 
liability under the “indecency” provision, infor- 
mation providers would, in effect, be required to 


verify the identities and ages of all recipients of . 


material that might be deemed inappropriate for 
children. The new statutory regime would thus 
result in the creation of “registration records” 
for tens of thousands of Internet sites, contain- 
ing detailed descriptions of information accessed 
by particular recipients. Such a regime consti- 
tutes a gross violation of Americans’ rights to 
access information privately and anonymously. 

According to David L. Sobel, Legal Coun- 
sel for EPIC, “Whether the millions of individu- 
als visiting sites on the Internet are seeking in- 
formation on teenage pregnancy, AIDS and other 


sexually transmitted diseases, classic works of 
literature or avant-garde poetry, they enjoy a 
Constitutional right to do so privately and 
anonymously. The Internet “indecency” provi- 
sions seek.to destroy that night.” 

EPIC is confident that upon review of the 
legislation and its impact upon free speech and 
privacy rights in emerging electronic media, the 
courts will invalidate the measure as fundamen- 
tally at odds with the Constitution.

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Last month I told you it wasn’t a big deal to get on Internet. 
If you’ve linked up with a server and have installed a browser, 
you're ready to go. 

There are a number of browsers on the market these days but 
statistics show that Netscape is the most widely used. I have used 
several different browsers and they each have their own unique 
merits. I settled on Netscape for many reasons. 1) A large majority 

_ of web pages note that their pages are best viewed with Netscape 
Navigator ver. 1.0 or above, 2) the latest version of Netscape is 
available for FREE on the Internet, 3) when running a registered 
version, upgrades are instantly downloadable on the net, 4) many 
helper applications are available, 5) the browser is friendly and has 
just enough understandable icons and buttons to serve the aver- 
age user, 6) the graphics seem to “materialize” more quickly. 

I ran a side-by-side test of several browsers some time ago 
and what sold me on Netscape was the speed of presenting the 
graphics, compared to the others, and the fact that one didn’t have 
to wait for the graphic to reach climax into full magnificence before 
the text appeared. Sometimes one wants to “click and run” when 
you spot a topic or destination that strikes your fancy. Although 
things may have changed in the meantime, back then one had to 
wait for some browsers to huff and puff through the splendidly 
beautiful graphic before it could get around to the text. That was 
not true of Netscape. 

So, run in the text-only mode some of the computer elitists 
will say. That’s true but then, an occasional previously unviewed 
graphic breaks the boredom of the text-only mode. Besides, using 
the text-only mode makes surfing the Internet a lot like reading, 
“The Impact of Solar Flares on the Migratory Habits of Right Whales 
and it’s Effects on Global Warming”. Simply said, it’s really dull. For 

» the newbies, text-only is just what it says, all words and no graph- 

ics. 

I guess the constant exposure to the message, “Best viewed 
with Netscape ver. 1 or above” also contributed to my comfort level 
with Netscape. Additionally, when confronted with the message, 
one often has a convenient button on the screen whereby clicking 
on it will propel you to Netscape and you can download the latest 
version of the browser. It looks like this: 
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Really, it took no brainwashing, it was apparent to me that 


Netscape was the way I wanted to go. 
Whatever browser one has, and assuming you’ve created a 


’ group for the Internet applications, simply double click on the icon 


for the browser. It’1l look something like so: 


After an interminably long wait, the program will get all its 
bits and bytes aligned properly, you’ll hear the long-awaited dial 
tone and the dialer doing its number. Heh heh, little sick pun in- 
tended. After another excruciating wait, assuming you didn’t get a 
busy signal, the home-page will appear. Frequently with server- 
supplied browsers, it will come up on their home page. With 
Netscape, it presents the Netscape home page. One can choose 
any home page that twinkles your toes. You can worry about these 
matters after you’ve mastered some of fundamentals of surfing. 

In any case, the browser window appears on your monitor. 
The Netscape browser with the Netscape home page showing 
looks like this:

_ At this point, you must be familiar with the browser you are 
using. Somewhere on most browsers, there are “Back”, “Forward” 
and “Home” buttons or designations in a drop down window. The 
“Back” function takes you back to the previous page. If you have 
viewed several pages then you’ll have to do several “backs” to get 
to the home page. If it is the home page where you wanted to go, 
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simply use the “home” function. Sometimes when you’ve become 
hopelessly lost in space pursuing numerous little tributaries of the 
main river (or topic) its easier to “go home” and start off again.

The Par Electronics VHFDN152 is the first filter to use asynunetrical band stop topology to solve the ever increasing problem of intermod distortion in the 
140-175 mHz band.

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CW - What it is 


What’s happening to it in Ham Radio and WHY? 


CW, or more specifically Morse code, is to Ham radio as 
apple pie is to America. Literally, CW means continuous wave, or 
simply an unmodulated radio frequency (RF) carrier. In a broader 
sense, “CW” is the commonly used term meaning the act of keying 
or interrupting an RF carrier using Morse code to convey or trans- 
mit intelligence. An unmodulated RF carrier, transmitted while be- 
ing broken up or interrupted systematically with Morse code, per- 
ceived by the human ear, and decoded by the human mind, is a 
highly reliable means of radio communications. Morse code is, and 
has been since its inception, the prime method of keying an RF 
carrier to communicate in amateur radio. 

There are many ways to transmit intelligence by keying an 
RF carrier on and off, CW, or Morse code being only one of them. 
However, as stated above, Morse code is the simplest yet highly 
reliable. As examples of CW reliability, one amateur radio hobby is 
communicating with QRP, meaning “reduced power”. Just recently 
this writer in East Central Florida, has had 100% copy CW sched- 
ules with QRP stations in Warrington, PA; Daucla, GA; Lewisville, 
TX and other locations - all of whom were operating with power 
outputs of one Watt or less. It is very doubtful that any other 
method of communications between amateurs at those distances 
would be successful with such low power. 

Granted, CW has its drawback. It is slow by current stan- 
dards. It is for the most part, manually operated. It is, in the opinion 
of some, somewhat difficult to learn. It is being phased out in world- 
wide marine and military communications and being replaced by 
high tech high speed automatic communications. The use of CW 
for marine distress and safety telecommunications is being replaced 
entirely by the Global Marine Distress and Safety System (GMDSS).

However, although amateur radio is used extensively for emergency 
communications, it nonetheless a hobby. I believe that, in general, 
most CW operators feel that any Ham radio operator who does not, 
or can not operate CW is missing out on a very basic part of ama- 
teur radio. 

As an indication of the demise of CW, the statistics on the 
last forty (40) CW operators whom this operator has contacted is 
somewhat disturbing. The average age was 63. 45% were over age 
70, while only two operators, or .05% were under age 42. 75% were 
over 51 years old. This would seem to indicate that the younger 
generation of Hams are, for the most part, content with the age-old 
voice communications and apparently are just not interested in 
operating CW. 

Possibly the main cause for new Hams being apathetic about 
learning and operating CW is the ease with which one can pass 
Morse code tests for the various classes of Amateur licenses. The 
requirements are so lenient that many code tests are passed by ~ 
sheer guess work. It has been my experience while participating in 
the volunteer examiner (VEC) testing programs that, of the ones 
who have recently obtained their extra class licenses by passing 
the 20 wpm code and written tests, very few are able to operate CW 
at any speed. Unfortunately, once they pass the code test and get 
their licenses they appear to know so very little Morse code that 
they completely lose interest in taking the time and effort to con- 
tinue practicing code and learning it well enough to use it. Conse- 
quently, and sadly enough, a very basic skill in amateur radio, CW, 
is becoming a dying art.

Well, if you have cable or satellite TV, 
you may have heard of a “Superstation” in 
Atlanta, Florida has one also, although IT 
is used for MARS phone-patching and traf- 
fic. 

MARS station AAR4CSS, the brain- 
child of Johnny Williams, AFA2XZ, handled 
hundreds of combat service personnel’s 
calls from Saudi Arabia and Kuwait (and 
Iraq?) during the Persian Gulf War, and to- 
day continues to serve other parts of the 
world.

Tennessee’s famous 196th FA BDE, overin — 


the vast Arabian wasteland deserts some- 


where, using his AN/GRC-142 RATT in 
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voice mode (a military 100-watt mobile rig 
using a 23-foot whip antenna). The call was 
put thru by Ernie O’Berry, AFA2JM, at the 
station. The quality of the audio was un- 
imaginable. As I later found out, all phone- 
patch traffic through CSS was exemplary, 
basically due to the superb TX/RX charac- 
teristics of the HUGE antenna, a 3-wire CUR- 
TAIN RHOMBIC which is 998 feet long from 
feed point to the far end, terminated in 800 
ohms! We’re not talking height, you-all, this 
antenna covers several acres, horizontally! 
I don’t have énough space in this column 
to list all of the technology bristling in this 
station, but am sure Johnny would proudly 
answer any of your questions. 

As previously stated, CSS’s operators 
assisted servicemen and women who 
helped liberate Kuwait, and after everyone 
returned home, a big get-together in Ocala, 
hosted by the CSS team, was enjoyed by 
military communicators from all over the U.S. 
It was a time for them to personally meet 
each other, and to give well-deserved thanks 
to the volunteer MARS operators at the 
“Superstation” for their excellent communi- 
cations support. 


Sponsored by the Silver Springs Ra- 
dio Club, the primary mission of the station 
these days is Army MARS Florida gateway 
station AAT4TFL-BBS operating on HF and 
VHF, and is operated by any club member 


trained in MARS procedures, which in- 


cludes members from all three MARS ser- 
vices. It stands ready to be of use again if 
ever needed by our brave military men and 
women in any part of the world.

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card and they work fine. It simplifies instal- 
lation and will ultimately reduce costs as 
well. 

The release of Windows 95 last year 
is just as significant as the release of the 
MAC back in 1984. Why? Because Win- 
dows 95 shifts the dominance from hard- 
ware development to software development. 
Now, hardware will be designed to meet the 
requirements of software, the operating sys- 
tem. With new releases for other platforms, 


even the type of processor is irrelevant. - 


Companies like Intel must take notice. If 
Microsoft ports Windows 95 to the Power 
PC with their higher performance/price ra- 
tio, the competition will be fierce. 

This shift, more than anything else is 
responsible for the misfortune of Apple. 


Apple is both a hardware and software com- 
pany. Their hardware is more expensive and 
the operating system (and the software that — 
runs on it) is specific to Apple. It’s a nice 
system, but the momentum of Windows 95 
will be hard to displace. 

If you’re thinking of buying a com- 
puter or upgrading one you have, it makes 
sense to consider Windows 95 compatibil- 
ity.
